Communications Minister 
Muhieddine Al Husseini, who 
made the announcement, said the 
new tariff system would be in force 
asotOec. 1. 2986. 

.The decision was eagerly 
wetoiiied and hafled tty tbe public 
as well as private and public 


institutions since toe proposed 
reductions cover Jordan's 
telephone links with all countries 
of toe ^obe, according to a 
random survey conducted by the 
Jordan Times. 

Lebanon is toe only coun^' 
excluded from the new tar^ 
system since its own . receiviitg 
stations are not functioning and all 
telqtoone calk made from Jordan 
to Lebanon are channelled 
through another international 
exchange, Mr. Husseint told a 
press conference. 

Under the new system all 
countries with loternarionai 
tel^hone links with Jordan are 
divided into categories and each 
category is given a set standard of 


reduced rates for iniemational 
calls and further reductions given 
for calls made during off-peak 
hours. The off-peak period was 
designated as the hours between 
12:U0 midnight and S:U0ajn.(See 
dian on pi^ 5). 

Mr. Hussein i told reponers that 
a number of factors were laken 
into consideratioo while adopting 
the new system of lower rates. 
These factors, the minister said, 
included demand and supply, 
Jordan's geographical location,

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Boto

IRNA toe Ir anian national 
news agen^, said at least 98 
civilians were killed and rescue 
workers were searching for more 
casualties in Eatamabad-e Gharb, 
480 kilometres southwest of 
Tehran. 

A B^dad hi^ coiiunand 
communique said dozens of jets 
blitzed aa oil refinery at 
Bakhtaran (formerly 
Kermantoah), its air base and a 
neailty military camp. 

Saturdw Diet's Iranian missfle 
attack CO Baghdad was described 
by Tehran as a reprisai for a 
prevkxis Iraqi air raid, on the 


southwestern chy of Ahvaz. 

Tehran Radio said funerals 
were held ^d^ for 21 people 
killed in the Ahvaz raid. 

About 200 people were 
reported injured in the raid, whiefa 
the new^per Kayhan said was 
staged by Iraqi jets which 
remainedo\'erhe^for 15 minutes 
and hit ei^t points in the city, 
settmg off a number of fires. 

Baghdad residents said 
himd^s of people nannowly 
escaped death when the I ranian 
missfle exploded in a river, a few 
metres from a heavily populated 
area, on Samrday. I^i officials 
said the blast wounded 28 people. 

Tehran said the missfle — the 
fifto to hit the Iraqi capital this 
year — was aimed at its 
teleoommunicatioQS centre, but a 
Reuter oonespondent wbo drove 
past the complex said it was 
undamaged. 


Iraqi officials prevented news 
media from pin-pointing the site, 
where the missile landed, citing 
security reasons. 

The missile landed on the e\’e of 
the opening of a Baghdad cultural 
festival, attended b>' more than 
2,000 foreign wTiters and poets 
from o\-erseas. 

Sunday's Iraqi communique 
said jets also attacked a military 
camp near Kermanshah, causing 
heavy losses in men arid 
equipment, and struck destructive 
blows at the city's mfliiaiy air 
base. 

The Kermanshah refinery and 
military targets around the city 
have b^n attacked several times 
by the Iraqis in the past few weeks. 

The nearby province capital of 
Bakhtaran was also raided and a 
mosque n-as damaged on Sunday.

King Hussein 
made hk current visit to Cairo while as Prime ^filuste^ Zaid Rii^ 
visited Damascus in tire past few weeks. That is not to forget the 
oontinued contacts between Amman and Baghffafi which r^ect the 
Jordanian nationalist role aimed at restoring Arab solidarity, 
WHhoutany doubt, Jordan is fully aware that^ Ar^oountries have 
essential aiKl crucial roles in the regioo and Jordan has thus 
continuously called on Arab states to un ity ranks in order to fece the 
cha l lenges feebg the Arab Nation. The recent crucial developmeats 
on the regional level and their repercussions on the Arabs in general 
and the Palestinian cause in particular may act as an incentive for 
Arab leadeish^ to establish a unified Ar^ stand.

EN route to Cairo for talks with President Hosni Mubar^, Hte 
Majesty King Hussein stressed that the U.S. supply of arms to is 

Doming but an offence against all Arabs. The U^. attitude, the Kit^ 
said, to caused a deep diode and created disappomtinent of the 
American polity.

The Anrerican 
administration, instep of takii^ a firm stance to end the oo-nmning 
war, to been inqilicated in a biased role with Iran to prolong tbe 
nearly seven-year conflict. The U.S. attitude has maned riieer 
criticism from within tiie U.S. public opinion, whidl is currentty 
shaking under the duplicity .of. words and deeds of the Reagan 
administration. Tbe two Aisto leers' talks, cotmng at this juricture, 
are set to strengthen Arab action and to shun side problems m favour 
of restoring Arab solidarity. 

Sawt Al Shaab: What is the alternative? 

THE siluatioa in the Middle East now, where a superpower is 
pouring oQ on the fires' of the iran-Itaq war, does not seem to be tbe 
proper atmosphere for peace to prevail in the regioo. For eqx>itiog 
U.S.aiid Israeli arms tolrw are not likely to encourage the Iranians 
to seek a peaceful dialogue, a fact which has caused great 
dissppointmeat to those working for peace in the region. But His 
Maje^ Kmg Hussein's visit to Cairo and his talks with President 
Mubarak indicates that Jordan's belief in. and its efforts towards, 
peace are not for con^fomise. WhDe in Cairo, the King reiterated 
that the absKice of peace in the r«sioD does notonly pose a serious 
threat to the countries of the Middle East but rather goes beyond to 
threaten the stabi^ and tiie security of the world at large. 
Moreover, the more ^ region is distanced fiDm a peace^ solution 
to tbe Palestinian problem & more tilings became compdicated. The 
only practical solutkm at the time being is to prepare for convening 
an iotereational confezence which is the oitiy resort that could save 
die region from potential danger.

THERE is an ad^ m our part (rf the world iriikh says tiiat “politics 
has 00 leligimi.'' I supfX^ that this saying means that politics 
reflects no principles and enjoys no etiiics. 1 don’t beiierei tto this 
deduction came ^oiit by ooinddeoce. Rather it is the culnxmatiofl 
decades of eiqierience which Aabs had acquired as a result of its 

dealings with the other world. 

When we say b the Middle East that politics, espedaliy 
mtemational politics is devoid of princqdes, obviousty vtt mean 
prin^lesof honesty and credibiiity and oQt princes of geopolitical 
or strategic cooskletatioQS whidi are beiag pursued oowad^ with 
sudi trea^iy and diqilicity unknown in the distant paA.

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet 
scientists are confine they couU 
neutralise tiie U.S. “Star Wairf* 
project and render it ineffective as 
a defence foield. aooordkig to a 
book issued in Moscow this 
weekend. 

The book stys UDptementatkm 
of the project, fonn^ knowu as 
tbe strategic defence initiative 
(SDI). would also compel tbe 
Soriet Ihtioo to effectively puQ 
out of the 1979 SALT-n strategic 
arms limitation treaty. 

Audiois of the volume, “Space 
Weapons: A Security Oflemm.'' 
include several top Soviet 
scientific experts on nuclear 

mkgn«ga ndqwMlWa«fni iBlaitinn« 

between Moscow .and 

Wafok^too- 

Among them, is Yevgeny 
Vriikbov, an asbonomer and 
physidst who has become a top 
Kimnlm advism'oa ^>aoe weapons 
and was wifo Soviet leMer 
Mikhail Gorbachev at fate nimmit 
with Pieddent Ronald Re^an tn 
Iceland last month. 

The authors, grouped in a 
“Gomnuttce of ^viet Scientists in 
Defence of Peace and Against tbe 
Nudear Threat,'’ say foey have 
estfofifoed oonciurively that even 
a fioi-scale SDI could easily be 
neutralised and defeated. 

Tbe book, extracts from whidi 
were published two weeks ^ in 
the Moscow News, says 

the most vulnerable elanents of 
the project, fieroety championed 
by Mr. Reagan, were space 
co mmunic ations and the central 
oomiuter tystem. 

The &viet scioitistx insist that 
SDI, whkh Washington says is 
purely defeasiye. te an effori to 
gab military siqieriority for tbe 
United States as Mr. Cfotbachev 
aigued at Reykjavik.

Defence Department 
spendbg. 

^le m the most troublesome 
wards is “conservative.” It might 
have applied, say. to President 
Eisenbower, but h^ly to those 
prople who considered 
Eiseaihower and George Marshall 
to be Cbmmunist diqies. But such 
Deople, or their political 
(Kscendants, are now described as 
“conservatives.” If members of a 
group want schools to teadx that 
the Earib te flat, they are likety to 
be described as “conservatn^' 
— as opposed to worid-is-round 
pec^le, who must be “liberals.” 

Cbly a few weeks ago we 
'leazDM of a memo a 
National Security Council adviser 
about Libya that deserfoed what 
he called a “dteinformatioo’' 
camp aign — ooe that managed to 
disbfonn the American pi^c if 
not potential enemies.

It bothers me when Americans 
cannot believe their own 
government. It botbeis me when 
foe govemmeut is more interested 
'in damning foe press than a 
leveling wifo its own people. It is 
not a private govennseot. It 
belongs to alL 

But there is an added twist 
While there has been privatising 
of the public's government tbe 
government has made more and 
more mtrusioos fflto tiie pTTva^ of 
individuals. These have induoed 
proposals for dom^tic spying by' 
tbe CIA, for widespread 
govemmeot use of so<alled lie 
detectors, and for large-scale 
govemment “drugnet” operations 
urinalysis. Tbe U5. Supreme 
C^urt lately upheld a state law 
that says some sexual activities, 
performed in private by 
consenting adults, are crimmaL 

Edwin Meese has suggested 
that employers conduct 
surveillance of employees in the 
workplace, locker rooms, paricing 
lots and “nearby taverns ff 
necessary.” This te not a sequence 


from a Doonefoujy str^ — this is 
the attorn^ eenerm of tbe United 
Slates. 

Beih^ a bulidozbg attitude is 
infectious. I see and bear 
broadcasts tiiat present people 
with opposbg views. And I now 
on some of diWe pzogcasnies that 
there are a few people who not 
only want their own time on tiie 
tube but who ke^ mterrupting 
and cuttmg mto other pet^e^s 
tune — crying “NO, NO, NOr' 
or “Bah! Ftorsefeafoerar* Some 
people seem to have a kind of 
fanatic zeal that makes them feel 
that anythbg goes. 

I bring this up because I thbk it 
illustiates sometiiing basic.

The Fkst Ameadmeat. vritich 
protects religion, also provides for 
tree specdi, free assernbty and a 
free press. There was never an 
expectation that free speech and 
free press would guarantee 
individual wisdom or accuracy 
or pickier decorum, only tiiat they 
would serve to ensure a free 
system. 

When a newsmagazine 
interviewed several people about 
foe pr^, one of the most 
interestkig oomments came fom 
Frank Maoktewicz.

executive secretaiy Joker Anp>’o. 

Salvador Laurel has to quit as 
foreign mbister but will remam 
vice president. He was not at 
Sunday's cabbet meeting. 

Mis. Aquino said m her address 
Mr. Ramos had “taken preventive 
measures against the recklessness 
of some elements in the infiitaiy. 1 
heidiy give notice to all those who 
may be meUned to exploit the 
situation that the sternest 
measures will be taken agamst 
foem if they try anything.*’ 

She also gpve the extreme left 
one week to agree on a ceasefire m 
the 17-year communist 
bsurgeoi^ or face a government 
crackdown. 

Marcos loyalists meanwhile 
began gathering at Camp 
Aguinaldo, headquarters of the 
Defence Mmistiy. Major food 
shops reported panic buying.

adding: “We view the Indian 
people as okf friends, as a reliable 
partoer.” 

He referred to the 1971 
bflateral friendsh^ treaty as 


belonging to “foe conterqporary, 
present-ilay reality,” 

He predicted better economic 
and trade links would result from 
the visit and pointedly noted that 
durmg their long friendship 
neither side had lost its 
independence. 

Mr. Gorbachev said he would 
discuss bis proposals for an 
Asia-Pacific ooltective security 
pact during his sdieduled talks 
with Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi. 

First outlined by Mr. 
Gorbachev m Vladivostok last 
month, the idea has so far been 
coolly received m New Delhi. But 
the Soviet leader, appearing 
relaxed and tiioroughly b control, 
told his bterviewers: “We expect 
bdia to make its own s^ificant 
contribution, and expect 
cooperation b this area.*'

Tyson demolishes Berbick 

20-year-old becomes youngest ever heavyweight champion 


LAS VEGAS (R) — Mike Tyson displayed awesome 
punching power as he knocked a lead-footed Trevor 
Berbick senseless in just under two rounds to 
become the youngest heavyweight champion in 
boxh^ history. 


'Tm the youngest diampion in 
the world and Fm going to be the 
oldest,** the 20-year-old Tyson 
told hisoo-manager Jimmy Jacobs 
afteiwards. 

From the opening bell Saturday 
night Tyson attacked with 
relentless ferocity, stunning the 
former World ^xiog Council 
^WBC) champion with his quick, 
thunderous coird>inatioDs. 

Berbick. a 33-year-old 
Jamaican-bom Canadian citizen 
who lives in Rorida. was knocked 
down early in the second round 
with a left-right combination and 
he tried to hang on for his life by 
tying up Tysoa's powerful arms. 

The end came widi about 45 
seconds left in the round as Tyson 
capped a five-punch oombination 
wiA a left hook that came from his 
hips and had Beibick out on his 
feet. In a delayed reaction, 
Beibick fell back across the rh^ to 
the canvas. 

Berbick, a 7-2 undeniog, tried 
to get iq>. but reeled bade across 
the ring like a drunken marionette 
and sprawled into the ropes near 
hs own comer. 

He got up again on rubbery 1^, 
stumbled to the centre of the rmg 
and collapsed. Berbidc struggle 
to his feet as referee Mills Lane 
reached the count of nine, and fell 
into Lane's arms. 

“Everything he's got has 'good 
n^t' written all over it," Lane 
said after he stopped the 
scheduled 12-round ^ht at two 
minutes 35 seconds of the round. 
“Berbick had nothing lefL” 

Tyron, who is a product of one 
of New Vork’s toughest ghettos 
and who is unbeaten in 28 
professional fights, said no one 
could have beaten him Saturday 


night. 

“1 dwsys feel coafkient and 
sure that I'm ay'iDg to wm a fight 
but for diis ^ht my blood, mv 
soul, everything was on the line, ' 
he s^. 

“It would have happened to 
anybody . At tha t partictiiar point I 
was tfirowoig, what can I say, 
hydrogen bombs — heavy 
punches with murderous 
intention," Tyson told a post-fight 
news conference. 

Berbick, vt^tching a replay of 
the fight, said he made a mistake 
trying to fight Tyson toe to toe. “I 
didn't fight," he said, shaking his 
head. 

“ I made a silly mistake, Qying to 
prove my manhood in fire early 
rounds. I Qgured 2 was strong 
enough to do it and I got cau^t," 
said Bert)idt, whose record is now 
31 wins, five losses and a draw. 


Tyson was euphoric in victoty 
and said that he dedicaled the 


f^t to D* Amato, who rescued 
bun from a centre for juvenile 
delinquents when be was 13 yeais 
old a^ taught him ^bout bosdng 
and life. 

Tyson paid tribute to his 
mentor, who died last year at the 
age of 77. 

Tyson was fined S3JXM) of his 
81 j million purse for defying the 
Nevada State Athletic 
Q>mmission and wearing black 
trunks after Berbick invoked the 
champbo's opinba mid decided 
to wear black himself. 

Tyson has made black trunks 
and a Spartan-like haircut his 
trademaiks. and the attenqit at 
psychological one-upmanship 
only seemed to fire up the 
diallesiger.

States, J^ian and nine European 
Community countries. 

The agreement expands on the 
GATT agreement on government 
ptocurement, which went into 
effect Jan. 1, 1981. That 


agreement applies to $25 billion 
woifii of gxxis^ aocoiding to a 
GATT publication. 

The old code covered products 
bought by a national 
governmental entity or agency 
worth more than a certain \^ue, 
determined annually. In 1985 to 
value was $156,000. 

The new agreement strengthens 
that code in the following areas: 

— Leasing and renting of 
pioducts Ity govemments, which 
were not covered previously, are 
indiided.

'Stricter rules after governments 
award contracts.

Gorbachev says ‘Star Wars’ 
makes arms talks pointless 


NEW DELHI, India (AF) — Soviet leader MikhaH 
Gorbachev says the U.S. ‘^Star Wars’’ programme 
is fraud” that makes superpower disaramment 
talks pointless, the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reports. 


FTl ^ted the Soviet leader in 
Moscow as saymg that Star Wars, 
the uoofGci^ name Cor U,S. 
President Ronald Reagan's 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI)/‘is the main obstacle in the 
way of accords which we 
approadied so closely at (the 
U.S. -Soviet meeting) at 
Reykjavik.” 

Mr. Gorbachev made the 
statements in an interview 
Saturday widi Indian journalists 
before his four-day visit to India 
beginning Tuesday. 

“If the project is to be 
in^lemented, then what is the use 
of n^ptiatiDg?*' PTI quoted him 
as saying in its dispatch published 
Sunday. 

“ It make oegotiatioas more 

difficuiL This will destabilise the 


strategic situation. This will 
undermine instead of 
strengthening coondence,” * the 
Soviet leader said. 

“This will create a situation In 
«4iidi rash dedsbn could be 
taken. ... I think both Americans 
and the entire world community 
should weigh carefully where SDI 
is pushing the world.” 

Mr. Gorbachev said the 
programme was “a fraud ... an 
attempt to d^ive American 
people.” He said the Star Wars 
project was described as 
something to strengthen 
American security but “ that is not 
true. It will not happen.” 

He said that securiQr would be 
weakened because “the other side 
will be looking for 
countermeasure. It will find

The 
tiswier was not takmg on water 
and the 17-meniber crew were 
staying on board, sard tile centre, 
which coordinates between die 
British and Irish Coast Guard 
services.

Lava qrewed Friday from a sew 
crack in the earth on Mount 
Mihara and forced more than 
11 BOO people to flee. 

Prime Minister Yasubiro 
Nakasone on Sunday visited an 
emergency shelter at a downtown 
Tokyo spo rt$ centre, where aiox>st 
lefqgm bad been taken 
ater tbe aoodent.
